If an Evil Prince 
is ſeht as God's Scourge; to , puniſh the Sins of the 
Nation, lee us conſider that this happens to us by our 
Fault, that the greateſt Neſſing of God is turned in- 
to a Curſe: And let us not fobenr ever the mote to 
Reverence the good Ordinance of God ; which we 
mall eaſily do, if we impute to our ſelves, -whiatſo- 
ever chances to be IIl in lit. Princes never abuſe 
Their Power ſo much, by Afflicting Good and Inno. - 
cCent Men, but that in their Tyranny they ſtill retain 
ſome ſhew of a Juſt Dominion: Therecan be there- 
fore no Tytanny, but that ſome way, or other, it 
may condude to a Human Society:

en warns us; that tis God who ties on the Girdle off | 
Kings; and tranſlates Kingdoms whitherſoever he 
will. Subjects ought without all Diſputes to obex 
their Governors , becauſe they are advanced ov “ẽr - 


them by the Hand of God. Tho' Kings and other 
Magiſtrates often exerciſe aTyrannical Cruelty more 
than a Lawful Government, ſuch as were in Power 
when this Epiſtle was written, yet God's Ordinance 
ſtands fitm, and his Deſign fixed without Alteration. 
Beſides there never was, nor can be imagined ſuch a a 
Cruel and Arbitrary Tyranny, in which ſome Sha- 
do of Equity does not ſtill appear. God never 4 
ſuffers that Ordinance to be ſo far extinguiſhed by 
the Wickedneſs of Men, but that ſome: Lineaments 
. . always remain: In ſhort, any kind of Government 
though never ſo Deform and Corrupt, is ſtill better 
and more profitable than Anarchy. If the Superior 
abuſes his Power, he ſhall hereafter give an Account 
of it to God ; yet for the preſent he does r:ot loſe 
rr BA ne: "., 
Samuel (1 Sam. 8. 11.) when he foretold the Peo-r- 
ple, what they were like to ſuffer from their Kings,. 
This will be, ſaith he, the right of the king , who ſhall 
reign over you : He'll take your Sons, &c. to v. 19. Cer- 
tainly he did not mean that Kings might do this by 
Right, but he call'd it the Right or Privilege over 
the People, who muſt of Neceſſity obey ; and not 
'reſift. ; as if Samuel had ſaid, Thus far the Will of 
your Kings ſhall proceed ; which it ſhall belong to 
none of you to reſtrain ; This only ſhall be lefe you,
